The Case of Elliott Roosevelt .... 

Thousands of America's loyal young men next Wednesday will 
comply with the selective service act by registering for compulsory military 
service. Thereby they will be observing the letter and spirit of the law. 

They will, however, remember the scandalous appointment of 30- 
ycar old Elliot Roosevelt, the Third Term Candidate's second son, to a Cap- 
taincy in the procurement division of the the air corps of the Army on the 
eve of the registration for conception. Elliot Roosevelt has never had a 
day of military service, and he has no particular qualification to be a Captain 
in the Army.. He cannot fly— a bird without wings. He did not apply to 
any recruiting office, to be placed where his country needed him, as other 
mother' sons will have to do. Oh no, the head of the army air corps, Gen. 
Arnold, himclf, assigned him from the "specialists reserve" to a job in pro- 
curement—in other words, a purchasing agent to buy supplies. He will 
draw $200 a month, plus allowances that may be as high as $116 a month. 
Other boys will register with the prospect of receiving $30 a month, not $200. 
Elliot' father, the President, told the governors of the states that 
the selective service law should be administered "fairly and without fear or 
favor." Elliot might have served in some "specialty"— but that would have 
been decided not by him but by his qualifications in fair competition with 
all other boys, as would the place and condition of his service. He would have 
been honored by having to wear the uniform and not "privileged," as is re- 
ported in the press, to wear civilian clothes. 

Elliot's act "is doubly despicable," writes Gen. Hugh Johnson, 
"because, for every boy who escapes his proper turn, another mother's son 
is pushed up before his turn to serve and perhaps to die." 

Local boys also will recall that, without a day of military training 
James Roosevelt, eldest son of the president, had himself made a Lieutenant- 
Colonel of Marines several years ago; and that Franklin D., Jr., holds an En- 
sign's commission in the Naval reserve. Yet— the president says the draft 
is to be administered — "fairly, and without fear or favor."' . 

Of course, the sons of ordinary folk in the dictator countries should 
not expect to be captains. They are supposed to be privates— the cannon 
fodder of war, single-handedly brought about by the dictator. Apparently 
the Roosevclts already regard themselves as entitled to the prerogatives of 
royalty, for three of the sons hold commissons.

All of his commanders 
approved the recommendation but he never became a Captain because when 
the war ended President Wilson suspended all pending promotions. But 
Elliot Roosevelt, without spending a day in a training camp, is appointed a 

Captain. 

Is it any wonder that the case of Elliot Roosevelt has made the 
blood of every World War veteran boil? Such things do not happen in a 
democracy. They do happen in countries ruled by men lustful for "powah" 
indispensable men who seek to prcpetuatc themselves in office.

"The great war-torn epoch of his- 
tory," declared Horace Holley in a 
talk on the subject of "Man at War 
With Himself* at Antioch High school 
Tuesday evening, "always signalizes 
those transitional periods when new 
types of civilization come to birth. 
Thus it was that tribal Societies re- 
placed the primitive family societies of 
earliest days, and the city state arose 
from the agricultural tribes, and the 
modern nation developed from the 
feudal society of the middle ages. 

"Today the nations arc independent, 
and the true interests of mankind re- 
quire a world civilization based on the 
union of the nations. The nations, 
however, are oriented toward self- 
preservation and 'self-sufficiency of the 
kind that existed two hundred years 
ago, before industrialism appeared. 

"Hence these greatest of all wars 
and most terrible of all conflicts the 
race has ever inflicted upon itself— 
only suffering and catastrophe will re- 
store our collective vision of the truth 
by which men live. 
'"The Baha'i faith," Mr. Holley said 
in his talk, sponsored by the Antioch- 
Ilristol Baha'i group, "is a spiritual 
force which educates the heart as well 
as the mind to understand the condi- 
tions' of this new, international era. 
It upholds the oneness of mankind— 
the spiritual truth which underlies the 
social truth we recognize as the intcr- 
dcilL-ndcncc of nations and peoples. 
War a "Two-Edged Sword" 
"The fact is, the institution of war 
has become a two-edged sword, fatal 
to the aggressor as to the victim. The 
survival of humanity requires a world 
order, a constitutional basis which can 
support international trade and peace- 
ful intercourse among all peoples. A 
national society can pay its debts by 
trading with prosperous nations. It 
sinks deeper into debt if its neighbors 
become nothing more than seas of 
poverty supervised by a non-produc- 
tive military force. 

"This new outlook, which the foun- 
der of the Bjaha'i faith expressed so 
long ago as 1863, is stronger in North 
America than in any other part of the 
world. The hope of the future is that 
the enormous power of America will 
support a world order and never devote 
itself to building one more of the many 
dominant empires that rise, boast their 
day of superiority, then sink to decay. 
"Civilization, meaning society con- 
forming to spiritual truth, is the high- 
est achievement of man on earth. The 
past has but glimpsed the partial vi- 
sion of the creative tasks to be per- 
formed when the races join in estab- 
lishing the reign of law and order 
upon earth."

Deferment of the draft call in 
farm state* Until the harvest has 
been brought In is being consid- 
ered in Washington. Maj. Joseph 
F. Battley, occupational deferment 
advisor to the joint army-navy draft 
committee, made the recommenda- 
tion. The proposed deferment would 
be for six months. In states which 
are both agricultural and indus- 
trial, Battley said, he proposed the 
governors call urban registrants 
during the harvest time and equal- 
ize this in other seasons. 

Plans for the October 16 registra- 
tion are almost completed. For 
those in the age range, 21 to 35, 
there will be no excuse for failure 
to register. Men who are away 
from home that day may register 
wherever they are, and their cards 
will be sent to their home districts. 
Those out of the country must regis- 
ter within five days of their return. 
Failure to register is punishable 
with five years in prison and $10,000 
fine.

Hidden Taxes 

More than 22 per cent of the total 
national income is taken by Fed- 
eral, State and local tax collectors. 
Even tho a person does not pay taxes 
directly, taxes nevertheless nro 
passed on to him hidden in higher 
prices for the things he has to buy. 
A person with an income of $80 a 
month pays indirect taxes of $9.67 a 
month, or 12 per cent of his income. 
One with an income of $150 a month 
pays $19.10 monthly in hidden taxes, 
or 12.7 per cent of his income.
